It requ ires the willin g n ess to spen d a lot of person al 
time assistin g others an d the u n qu estion ed acceptan ce 
of du ty n o matter what the weather. It offers a rare 
opportu n ity for y ou n g people to dev elop leadership 
qu alities by prov idin g them the opportu n ity to shou l­ 
der the heav y respon sibility of their classmates’ 
safety . 
Yet the v alu e of the School Safety Patrol prog ram 
lies n ot alon e in its character-bu ildin g qu alities.
